Rich English People Perish. 

More than sixty of the passengers of the 
St. Hilda were Breton peasants who were on 
their way home with the proceeds of the sale 
in England of their onion harvest, on which 
their families depend for their living through 
winter. All but five of these perished. 

Twenty names were on the first cabin pas- 
senger list of the steamer. These included 
several English people. Among them were 
the Hon. Mrs. Butler, sister-in-law of Lord 
Lanesborough, and Col. Folliet. 

Though it is not certain that these were 
actually on board they were expected to 
travel by the Hilda, and it is known that all 
the first class passengers were drowned.

The time between its striking 
and sinking was so short that there was 
not time to lower all the lifeboats. Two, 
however, got away. One of these has since 
been found empty, and the other is reported 
to have landed five persons at St. Gervan. 

The delay in the arrival of the St. Hilda at 
first inspired a little anxiety, as there wae 
dreadful weather in the channel, and as 
every one had full confidence in its captain, 
Gregory, an experienced man, who was likely 
to exercise caution in approaching the dan- 
gerous coast of Brittany, which he had known 
for thirty years. 

The disaster was first suspected through 
the washing ashore of a body, and the port 
authorities immediately sent out a tug. It 
was then learned the St. Hilda was wrecked 
on a treacherous reef close to the island of 
Cezambre, called “ Les Portes.” 

Many bodies have been washed ashore at 
different pointe, some wearing life belts

Fire Gets Away with 810,000 
Gallons of 8 Year Old Whisky. 


5,000,000 GALLONS IN CHASER 


One “Straight” Costs. Pennsylvania 
Distillery $4,000,000. 


Connellsville, Pa., Nov. 19.—[Special. ]—The 
old reliable “‘fire fiend’’ took the biggest 
drink on record today, when he “‘ lapped up ” 
810,000 gallons of 8 year old whisky, using 
about 5,000,000 gallons of water as a chaser. 
The drink, cost the A. Overholt Distillery 
company $4,000,000. 

This amount of tanglefoot—figuring seventy 
drinks to the gallon—represents 56,700,000 
“straights” or highbalis, and means that 
every man and woman fand some of the 
precocious children) in thé country have each 
saved I5c or 12\¢c, according to whether they 
were playing a lone hand or being sociable. 

The main bonded warehouse of the distil- 
lery was burned to the ground. Smoke first 
Was séen issuing from the third story of the 
building, which was alongside the Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks. Joseph McDonald and G. 
Patckin, employés of the company, climbed 
up the fire escape and opened one of the small 
iron doors. They were caught in a suffocat- 
ing cloud and dropped unconscious on the 
fire escape. They were rescued by other 
workmen, and a general alarm was sounded. 


Country Lighted for Miles Around. 


The blue tinged flameg trom the burning 
alcohol were soon. shdoting more than 100 
feet into the air. As barrels of old rye whisky 
on each of the four floors burst the blazing 
liquid was splashed in all directions, It was 
a brilliant picture, flashes of flame lighting 
the country for miles around. 

Calls for help were sent to Connellsville, 
Uniontown, and McKeesport. The Connells- 
ville fire department on a special train 
reached the scene quickly. The men by hard 
work managed to save the buildings nearby, 
and the calls to the two other towns were 
withdrawn. 

The ruined building and ite contents still 
were burning fiercely at midnight, but the 
structures surrounding it have been soaked 
so thoroughly with water that no further 
losses are feared. 


Passenger Trains Run Through Flames. 

The main track of the railroad was kept 
clear of débris and passenger trains shot 
past at such speed as to avoid damage from 
the intense heat. 

A steady northeast wind, which biew the 
flames toward the i oughiogheny river, saved 
the town of Broadford, the buildings of the 
H. C. Frick Coke company and the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad station from destruction. 

The A. Overholt company is one of the 
largest manufacturers of whisky in the 
world. The plant practically is owned by 
H. C. Frick and the Mellons of Pittsburg.

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LONDON IN RAPID WEDDING. 


Author Weds Charmion Kittredge 
of Iowa Here in Haste. 


STAYS SINGLE JUST A DAY. 


Hurry Up Ceremony Is Performed by 
Justice Grant Late at Night. 


Jack London, author and war corre- 
spondent, was married to Miss Charmion 
Kittredge at 10 o’clock last night by Jus- 
tice J. J. Grant. 

The ceremony followed a strenuous day 
for both. While the bride was speeding 
from Newton, Ia., London was spending a 
busy Sunday in this city procuring a license 
and arranging an appointment with the 
justice. 

It was only on Saturday that London’s 
firet wife secured a final decree of divorce in 
San Francisco. 


Stops Lecturing to Wed. 

London reached Chicago from lowa, where 
he had been on a lecture tour, last week. 
An extended list of dates was before him, 
but he held everything up until he could 
have a telegraphic interview with his be- 
trothed. The wires were kept hot. The 
desired answer did not come until yesterday 
morning. It said: 

“T'll be there at 5:15 this afternoon.” 

Being Sunday the license cierk’s office was 
deserted, but the author-correspondent was 
not to be deterred by trifies. It took him 
four hours to find the desired official and get 
him to the city hall, have the paper made 
out, rout out Justice Grant, and go through 
the ceremony. But it was accomplished. 


Divorce Went by Default. 

London allowed the suit for divorce to go 
by default. The wife, who is said to have 
brought suit because of the author's views 
on love as expressed in the “Kempton-Wace 
Letters,’’ was given the custody of their two 
little girls. 

Here is the paragraph on which Mrs. Lon- 
don based her case: 

** Our lovers discover each other to be mere 
man and woman after all, That ethereal 
substance which the man took for the body 
of the loved one becomes flesh and blood, is 
prone to the common weaknesses and ills of 
fiesh and blood. He, on the other hand, be- 
trays ttle petulances of disposition, little 
faults and predispositions of which she never 
dreamed in tthe prenuptial days, and which 
she now finds eminently distasteful.’’ 


Has Had Varied Career. 


Jack London's character is unique. He was 
a waif for years and drifted about the world, 
careless of where he went or how. Japan or 
the Klondike, London or New York, it was all 
one to him, and he made a living somehow, 
but mostly by hard labor. 

It was not until 1800 that he thought to 
write of some of the things he had seen and 
felt, and at this he wae successful, his “‘ Call 
of the Wtld’”’ proving one of the best selling 
books ever put out, 

When the war between Japan and Russia 
was in progress he went to the east asa war 
correspondent, and stra.ghtway got into all 
gorts of trouble and got out again 

In 1900 he married Miss Bessie Maddern, 
who had been on the stage, and for awhile 
he settled down to domesticity. 

Last year he moved inf one flat in San 
Francisco and his wife into another. He 
ostensiply was. deeply engaged in writing 
another book while she looked after tae two 
hoya cha Joan and the pezsee bess. 


$00 NUDE MEN IN FIRE TRAP. 


39 Killed, 82 Injured in Burning 
Glasgow Lodging House. 


MARCH NAKED DOWN STREET. 


Survivors from Flames Flee Through 
City Without Clothes. 


GLASGOW, Nov. 19.—Thirty-nine men lost 
their lives and thirty-two others were burned 
severely in a fire which broke out early this 
morning in a municipal lodging house. 

The building was occupied by 330 men, most 
of them laborers, all belonging to the poorest 
classes. The flames first were noticed on the 
fourth floor about 6 o’clock, and in the panic 
which followed many fell down stairs or 
jumped from windows, 

It is the custom of these lodgers to sleep 
nude, and when the firemen arrived, almost 
immediately an extraordinary scene was 
created by a procession of naked men rush- 
ing out of theentrance, Against their frantic 
efforts to escape the fire fighters actually had 
to fight for admission. 


Passages Congested with Bodies. 


Reaching the upper floors, the firemen 
found that the narrow passages were be- 
coming congested with men who had dropped 
to the floors overcome by smoke. The fire, 
however, was confined to the fourth floor, 
and as soon as the firemen were able to get 
to work it was speedily extinguished. 

The flames had been fed by the wooden par- 
titions of the cubicles, which threw off vol- 
umes of smoke, resulting in the suffocation 
of the inmates. Many, on being brought to 
the street, rallied in a few minutes, but 
others had to be taken to the hospitals. 

The dead were mostly workmen in the 
prime of life. They presented a horrible 
spectacle, their blackened faces bearing evi- 
dence of terrible struggles to. escape. 

Many men were sleeping on the attie floor 
above the burning fourth floor, and these 
had narrow escapes. The flames burst 
through the floor, and it wes impossible for 
them to descend. The windows were se- 
curely fastened, and they had to break 
them, so that they could climb through 
to neighboring roofs. 

March Nude Down the Street. 


The march of the nude survivors to the 
police station was 4 fantastic one. Some 
had snatched the covers of the beds and 
others their trousers, while many wore noth- 
ing. The local authorities had to be called 
upon to supply the men with elothing and 
yarm meais. 

Owing to their migratory habits and the 
absence of permanent homes many of the 
dead never will be identified. The identifica- 
tion of others is rendered difficult by the 
absence of clothing.

SEES MENACE IN STEEL DUST. 


Oculist Says Particles of Metal from 
Skyscraper Skeletons Injure Eyes 
of Many Persons. 


. Downtown. Chicago just now is experien- 
ae a phase of the age of steel which is bring- 
ing discomfort and danger to many people 
who use the streets in the central business 
district. 

Somewhere in almost every block a steel 
skeleton for a skyscraper is rising, and in 
these skeletons pneumatic drills and riveters 
are at work. Some of these are at work at 
such heights that the infinitesimal bits of 
steel broken off drift incredible distances 
with the winds, finding lodgment in the eyes 
of both man and beast. 

*“*T have had a score of such patients inthe 
last few weeks,” said a downtown oculist. 
“tT hardly knew what to make of it at first. 
People came in here with bloodshot eyes, suf- 
fering intensely, yet I was unable to find the 
irritable substance. In some of these cases 
the inner Hd was cut and crosshatched as 
with a knife. With a glass I discovered a , 
tiny bit of steel, and since that time the mat- 
ter has simplified. The action of these pneu- 
matic tools is filling the air with particles of 
steel, some of them almost too small to be 
seen with a glass, yet cutting like a diamond.”

State Insurance Superintendent W. D. Van- 
diver has entered into correspondence with 
the Mutual Life and the Prudential Insur- 
ance companies with regard to certain re- 
forms. It was intimated today by men who 
have knowledge of the nature of this cor- 
respondence .vat the voluntary reduction of 
the salary of President McCurdy of the 
Mutual from $150,000 to $75,000 a year was 
due to representations mace by the Missouri 
insurance superintendent.

“The temporary restraining order secured 
by the New York Life Insurance company,” 
said Mr. Vandiver today, “ merely has re- 
tarded the action of this department. Its 
efforts toward regutating the life insurance 
business of the state have not been relaxed.

BORIS STEBLAT FUNERAL 


PHILADELPHIA, PLANT HONORS 
TWO DEAD WORKMEN. 


Forty Ton Ingot Which Contains Re- 
mains of Victims Is Interred in 
Presence of Relatives and Officials 
of Midvale Company—lIimpressive 
Scene as Great Mass of Metal Is 
Placed in Grave Ten Feet Deep-— 
Will Mark Tomb. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 19.—[Special. }—The 
most remarkable funeral ever held in this 
rity was that today in honor of two Polish 
workmen, who were incinerated last week 
at the Midvalesteel works. A forty ton ingot 
of steel permeated with the flesh, blood, and 
bones of the two men, was buried with the 
rites of the Roman Catholic church. 

The workmen who were so strangely laid 
away were John Forkin and Joseph Gazda. 
On the day of their death they were in a pit 
near a oupola containing many tons of molten 
steel. A plug gave way and 80,000 pounds of 
the fiery fluid overwhelmed them. The men 
were completely incinerated, not a trace of 
themselves or their clothing being left. 

A great crowd sought admission to the 
works today, but only the two sisters of 
Gazda, who depended upon him for support, 
and about 100 workmen who were on Sunday 
duty were permitted to attend the services 
along with the officials of the company. 
Forkin had no relatives in this country. 
Among the officials was President Charles 
Harrah. All heads were bared and flags were 
lowered to half staff while two priests con- 
ducted the ‘services. After the sisters of 
Gazda had been led away the great ingot was 
covered with earth.

the letters, money, and property taken from 
the men may be demanded by their attor- 
neys.

tors to terrorize the men may be charged as 
rendering any confession of the men value- 
‘less. The absence fram the custody of the 
police of the property confiscated at the time 
of their arrest may form the basis of charges 
ef police negligence or more serious ones, 

Former Fire Attorney Thomas J. Johnson 
has been retained by members of the family 
of McSwain and, although he has not con- 
suited with the prisoners, he has expressed 
the belief that the men are held illegally 
and have been the victims of their own ignor- 
ance of the law. He also expressed the be- 
lief that evidence sufficient to secure a con- 
viction was lacking. Attorney Rosenthal 
declared yesterday that the case against the 
men was compivcte, and that their conviction 
was assured. 


Prisoners Maintain Silence. 

In the county jail during the day the men 
seemed in a veritable collapse of fear and 
foreboding. Fearful of attorneys sent by 
their friends and hiding their faces from the 
curious glances of jail guards, the men re- 
fused to hold any communication with any 


person. 

It is possible that the men may not be given 
a preliminary hearing before Justice Prindi- 
ville tomorrow. It is intimated that the evi- 
dence in the possession of the police and At- 
torney Rosenthal may be brought before the 
grand jury, which convenes today, and an 
immediate indictment asked. If the indict- 
ment is returned before the time set for the 
hearing the necessity for the latter will be 
obviated. Arthur Meeker of Armour & Co, 
may be a member of the grand jury. His 
vote, however, will not be necessary for the 
return of a true bill against the men. 


Government Takes Little Interest. 

Government officials are taking little in- 
terest in the arrest of McSwain and Cole. 
No attempt has been made by the govern- 
ment to seek possession of any of the letters 
and government officials have taken no part 
in the case in the absence of District Attor- 
ney C. B. Morrison, who is at his home at 
Dixon, Ill. Capt. Thomas I. Porter of the 
secret service bureau in the afternoon de- 
clared that neither he nor his men have had 
anything to do with the case.

tributing largely and offensively to the gen- | 
eral nuisance 


," the report asserts. “ The 
color of the effluent and the odor of the gas 
found in the sewer, which is that of sulphur- 
eted hydrogen, indicates that the sewage is 
in a highly putrescent state, The mouth of 
the sewer is wholly water locked at the 
outlet by the Chicago river at Halsted street 
and only the head of the sewage behind 
causes a slow current from the sewer.’’ 

That strange channel known as “ bubbly 
creek " is spoken of ag “ stagnant, most pol- 
luted, scum coated, foul smelling stream. 
receiving only a threadlike stream of fresh 
water at its extreme west end.”’ 

* This stream receives daily,’’ the report 
continues, “upwards of 2,000,000 gallons. of 
sewage and slaughtering and rendering 
wastes, and these are highly charged with 
orgahic matter in suspension and solution.” 


Remedies Are Indicated. 

The completion of the Thirty-ninth street 
intercepting sewer, the report says, will clean 
one and a half miles of this two and a quar- 
ter mile long “ sludge tank.” A western out- 
let, not now provided for in any way, must 
be opened to scour the remaining three-quar- 
ters of a mile. 

If outlets are not found for all these open 
sewers, the report says, ‘‘ a remedy must be 
found by the packers by treatment of their 
wastes through chemical precipitation, sep- 
tic tank, and filtration processes to prevent 
the excessive stream pollution.” 


Meat Inspectors’. Work Effective. 
The bulletin relates the week's work of ike 
meat inspectors, that “as a re | 
sult of thé activity of the city meat inspee- :

TO STIR CONGRESS

COMPLETING THE CANAL PLANS: 


Rough Draft of Consulting Engineers’ 
Final Report on Sea Level Water- 
way to Be Finished Soon. 


pein 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The board of 
consulting engineers of.the isthmian canal 
commission has decided to substitute Brus- 
sels for Paris as the meeting place of the 
foreign members next January. The Ameri- 
can engineer who will go to Europe with the 
documents to be signed has not been chosen, 

During this week a committee of three 
members of the board, with Gen. Davis as 
their chairman, will make a rough draft of 
the final report, which is expected to be 
ready about the end of December. 

The sea level canal which has been voted 
upon by the members will have a width at 
the bottom of 150 feet, except in the Culebra 
cut, where the width will be 200 feet. The 
greater width in the Culebra cut is neces- 
sary to allow two ships to pass each other 
safely between the high banks of the canal, 
which will be formed by the deep @xcavation. 

The plan as adopted would make Limon bay 
one of the greatest harbors of the world. 

Almost through the middie a. breakwater 
will be built, and a shorter one constructed 
from San Cristobal, which is Amperican terri- 
tory, thereby leaving Colon, which belongs 
to the republic of Panama, outside of the 
American canal works. 

The canal constructed by the French be- 

gan at San Cristobal. It now is proposed 
by the board to build a short direct canal 
from Mindi to Limon bay, thereby saving a 
few hundred yards and also facilitating navi- 
gation and making it possible for ships to 
sail into the canal without having to make 
any difficult turns. The breakwaters neces- 
sary for the formation of this harbor of San 
Cristobal will be an item of great expense, 
* On the Pacific side, at Panama, the plans 
as adopted yesterday are also different from 
those of the French canal company: The 
French canal ends at La Boca, and it was 
found as one of the difficulties that the Rio 
Grande, with its many branches, crosses the 
canal, and in the rainy season inundates it | 
and does great damage to the works already 
constructed by the French. 

Therefore, it was decided the canal should 
be built nearer to the city of Panama, and 
should run between two hills, one called Scea, 
and the other the wellknown Ancon, Ancon 
is the higher of the two. On it the American 
hospitals are built, and it is one of the most 
healthy places on the isthmus.

fact is that no proposition congress has 
before it which involves the expenditure of 
large sums—such, for instance, as the canal— 
can have a fair chance of passage unless 
tainted in a way to induce grafters to sup- 
port it.

The senator was asked if he would vote for 
appropriations for Panama canal work. 

“I intend to vote every dollar they de- 
mand, and ask no accounting. Gen. Grant 
said the best way to bring about the repeal 
of a bad law was to enforce it. Congress 
has decided upon the route, and it is incum- 
bent upon me, as a citizen and as a senator, 
to support that decision. When my country 
goes to war I vote money for supplies, though 
I may be opposed to the war. That repre- , 
sents exactly my attitude regarding the 
canal.” 


Opposes Santo Domingo Treaty. 


Senator Morgan will have a good deal to 
say to the senate not only in regard to the 
canal but in opposition to the treaty for 
American supervision of the financial affairs 
of Santo Domingo. 

‘‘T don’t know whether the senate will 
ratify the treaty or not,”’ he said in response 
to a question, “but the treaty is loaded 
down by a large number of amendments 
which are still awaiting disposition. The 
president adopted the modus vivendi under 
which we are now supervising the financial 
affairs of the island for the shallowest rea- 
sons I have ever heard. If any other man 
than the president of the United States had 
entered into an arrangement of that kind 
with Sante Domingo he would have been 
prosecuted for violation of the law. The 
day of filibustering with arms seems to have 
passed and filibustering with money has 
taken its place. 

“*Nicaragua’ Walker went to Nicara- 
gua in compliance with an invitation from 
some people who had set up a so-called gov- 
ernment. He was shot and the government 
of the United States helped to shoot him. 


ree. 
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There was raid after raid of filibuaterers on 
Cuba until our penitentiaries were filled by 
Americans who were involved in such ex- 
peditions. We had no reason to go into 
Santo Domingo and we ought to get out.’’ 


American Interests Not Vital. 

“But, senator,” Tus TRIBUNE correspondent 
interjected, “‘ there are American interests in 
the Island. The sugar estates near Macoris 
are held up by government and by revolu- 
tionary bands and compelled te pay tribute 
or are destroyed.” 

“Well, what of it? They go into a country 
of that kind, understanding the risk, expect. 
ing to be blackmalled, and anticipating large 
profits. Now in Santo Domingo they find it 
inconvenient to put up with the government. 
Why don’t they set up a government of their 
own? We would have a nice job on our 
hands, going into every country where Amer- 
ican colonies are established.”’ 

The senator was the discoverer or rather 
was discovered by Mrs, Reeder, who, with 
her husband, claims to have had an under- 
standing with President Morales of Santo 
Domingo for financing the island. Mrs. 
Reeder is now in Peru, according to informa- 
tion in Mr. Morgan’s possession. It is gen- 
erally expected she will be in Washington 
during the winter, fighting ratification of the 
treaty. Her husband was in Santo Domingo 
last summer making arrangements, it is 
generally believed, for the coming contest. 


CENTER FIGHT ON RATE LAW. 


Five Brotherhoods of Railway Employes 
Send Protest Against President’s 
Plan to Senate Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Numerous remonstrances against President 
Roosevelt's rate making policy have been re- 
ceived by the senate conimittee on commerce 
from the local divisions of the five brother- 
hoods of railway employés. 

These show that the officers of the organ- 
izations in question have decided upon @ 
hestile movement against the rate bills. For 
many years the brotherhoods have had in 
Washington a legislative agent, who has 
looked out for their interests before con- 
gress. It is understood this agent will have 
several assistants this year, and that 
plenty of money will be available for all 
legitimate purposes in the fight against meas- 
ures proposing amendments to the interstate 
commerce act.

Dr. Preetorius was born in Alzey, Rhein- 
hessen, Germany, in 1827. He was educated 
for the law. When 21 years old he essayed 
a part in the German revolutionary measures 
of 1848-'49, and was forced hurriedly to leave 
Germany. He fied to America and came di- 
rectly to St. Louis, having resided here since. 

His inability to speak the English language 
was an obstacle that prevented him from en- 
tering into his chosen profession, and he en-

LAND FOR THE PEASANTS. 

The land hungry peasants are to be given 
an opportunity to acquire the Russian crown 
lands on the easy payment plan. They are 
to have thirty-five years in which to pay up. 
To make it easier for them to get the money 
the land redemption tax will be abolished 
a year hence. Otherwise it would run until 
1910. The tax, which is about $40,000,000 
a year, is paid on account of the hands as- 
signed to the liberated serfs and crown 
peasants when serfdom was abolished. The 
remission of the tax will take a great load 
off the shoulders of the peasants, and they 
should be thankful for it, although it is not 
exactly a free will offering. It is rather 


‘in the nature of a forced gift made in the 


hope of quieting the peasants. 

Whenever the curtain rises for a moment 
on rural Russia one sees peasants holding 
meetings, resolving that the land belongs to 
those who till it, and that the czar, the grand 
-dukes, the church, and the nobles must give 
up their estates to those who sow and reap. 
‘One sees peasants marching to the homes of 
land owners, taking as their own property 
the crops they find in the barns, and resort- 
ing to violence if they are resisted. The 
pressure for more land seems to be as gen- 
eral and irresistible as was that of the 
French peasantry on the eve of the great 
revolution for relief from the rents, dues, 
labor, services, and other contributions they 
made for the benefit of the land owning 
privileged classes.

Prince Albert of Belgium, who has hither- 
to been compelled to rely upon the generosity 
of his parents and upon the favor of his 
uncle, King Leopold, has now, through the 
death of his father, the count of Flanders, 
a few days ago, come into the ession 
of an enormous fortune, which will have the 
effect of making him altogether independ- 
ent, at any rate in a financial sense, of the 
thonarch. Leopold I. of Belgium, uncle, 
mentor, and guardian of Queen Victoria, 
had three children by his second marriage 
to Princess Louise of Orleans—namely: Leo- 
pold, now ruler of Belgium, the late count 
of Flanders, and the still demented ex-em- 
press of Mexico. The old king, who cared 
nothing for his French consort, whom he 
neglected and betrayed in the most flagrant 
and shameless manner, simply hated his first 
born, and reserved all his tenderness and af- 
fection for his younger son Philip, count of 
Flanders, and for his daughter Chariotte. 
When he died it was found that he had left 
to his eldest son only just as much as he 
was compelled to do by law. and that he had 
bequeathed all the remainder of his prop- 
erty to his younger son Philip and to Char- 
lotte. This estate was a vast one. For it 
represented not only the savings of all the 
years that he had spent in England, first as 
consort and then as widower of George IV.’s 
daughter, Princess Charlotte of Wales, with 
a huge allowance from the British treasury, 
but likewise the profits of al!) the stock ex- 
change speculations that he had undertaken 
after his accession to the Belgian throne in 
partnership with his equally crafty father- 
in-law, King Louis Philippe of France. 


a 


During the early days of his reign Leo- 
pold II. frequently found himself in strait- 
ened. circumstances, and it was this more 
than anything else that led him to embark 
in all sorts of enterprises, such as the Pan- 
ama and Corinthian canals and the Congo 
valley concerns, as well as in real estate 
speculations at Ostend, with the object of 
amassing the fortune that had been denied 
to him by his father. He suffered many ups 
and downs and was forced to ally himself 
with all sorts of strange financiers in order 
to secure the money needed for his ventures 
before he finally reached smooth water. 
Many were the humiliations which he was 
compelled to endure at the hands: of great 
banking houses, some of which actually shut 
their doors in his face. But he emerged from 
his difficulties some ten or twelve years ago, 
and at the present is, thanks to the im- 
mense returns which he derives from his 
partnership in the various rubber concerns 
along the Congo valley, one of the richest 
monarchs in Christendom. 

The late count of Flanders, who was mar- 
ried to a princess of Hohenzollern, sister of 
King Charles of Roumania, viewed these 
speculative enterprises of his brother, the 
king, with the utmost disapproval, pronounc- 
ing them to be unworthy of a prince occupy- 
ing a throne and intrusted with the control 
of the destiny of a nation, Moreover, he 
absolutely declined to afford any pecuniary 
assistance to Leopold or to participate di- 
rectly or indirectly in his ventures. This 
naturally served to strain the relations be- 
tween the two brothers, which at no time 
were cordial.

The count of Flanders, who was a man of 
singularly blameless conduct and devoted to 
children, was likewise imbit- 
tered against his brother by reason of the 
scandalous controversies in which the lat- 
ter became involved with his daughters and 
with his wife, as well as in connection with 
the publicity of the moral shortcomings of 
the king, and, moreover, a couple of years 
ago with the object of expressing his d 
taste for Leopold’s policy resigned all his 
military offices and dignities. Whereas the 
king has never got on well with the nobles 
of Belgium, who, like the old duchess of 
Arenberg, have occasionally gone to the 
length of refusing him invitations for their 
entertainments which he had requested for 
his financial associates, foreign and native, 
the count of Flanders was always thorough- 
ly in touch and in sympathy with the Belgian 
aristocracy, was the recognized leader of 
Belgian society, the president of the Nobles 
club at Brussels, and extremely popular with 
the great world of the Belgian capital, in 
which his sons and daughters g-ew up.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


*Cellists and Singers. 

The ‘cello and the human voice reigned 
supreme in the concerts offered in Chicago 
in the last two days. ‘Three of the notable 
‘cellists of the world have been heard—Jo- 
seph Hollman, Jean Gerardy, and our own 
excellent Bruno Steindel—and of singers we 
have had David Bispham, Emilio de Gogorza, 
Kelley Cole, Emma Eames, Genevieve Clark 
Wilson, Katherine Fisk, and Mrs. Shotwell- 
Piper. The plano players were but lightly 
represented, .Mrs.-Cave-Cole supplying some 
satisfactory accompaniments at the enter- 
tainment In which Mr. Bispham appeared, 
Mr. Oberndorfer doing similarly well at the 
Gerardy concert, and Amherst Webber offici«- 
ating at the. instrument throughout the ma- 
tinée offered by Mme. Eames and her or- 
ganization.. ‘Cello and voice were supreme. 
however, and the ‘cello supplied the larger 
measure of the enjoyment derived from the 
three entertainments, ~ 

Mr. Hollman was heard at the Hames con- 
cert in Orchestra hall on Saturday afternoon. 
He is impressive, is this acknowledged mas- 
ter of ‘cello—impres both in his art and 
his appearance. at shock of iron 
gray hair, his bri r eye, his erect car- 
riage, and his eady step tell of a ' 
maturity that has rea the dignity of age 
but has felt none of its enfeeblement. And 
in his art there is abundant youthfulness 
both in the surety and cunning that lie in the 
fingers, the keennéss that is alert in the brain, 
and the warmth and@ emotion that fill the 
heart. He played splendidly on Saturday. 
and those who heard him heard as finished 
and as beautifully artistic work, both techni- 
cal and interpretative, as could be asked. 
The ‘cello part in the Handel Sonata in G 
was given in the “ grand style,’’ and the beau- 
ties of the Boellman Variations Symphon- 
iques received eloquent proclamation at his 
hands. Later an griginal Andante, pleasing 
in its simple melodiousness, and ‘* Le 
Rouet,” which is a neat bit of composition 
designed to show technical skill, were 
grouped with the “ — " of Popper. 


Mr. Gerardy appear ea at the Illinois thea- 
ter yesterday afternoon» He has changed 
but little since last heard here—slightly ma- 
turer in’ appearance possibly, and his art a 
little broader and more mellow. He still 
does wonderfully satisfactory ‘cello playing. 
There afe few artists who win a tone of such 
telling vitality and yet of such tonal luscious- 
ness from the ’cello as does he. He seems 
never to make the string buzz or the wood 
of the instrument obtrude. Everything is 
smooth, velvety, and pure, and yet there {s no 
absence of virility and life in the tone. Yes- 
terday he was heard in the Saint-Saéns Con- 
certo No. 1, and although the composition Is 
not of any overwhelming musical signifi- 
cance, it was made both beautiful and ef- 
fective by the fine gradationagin tone, the 
manly temperamental warmth, and the thor- 
ough musicianship as shown in clear phras- 
ing and shading, that distinguished it. The 
audience, which was of good size, was heart- 
ily enthusiastic and recalled the player re- 
peatedly, although he refused to add another 
number. Later in the program he was sched- 
uled for the Boellman Variations, the Air of 
Bach, the *‘ Abendlied” of Schumann, the 
** Cradle Song "’ of Schubert, ane the “* Papil- 
lon ’’ of Popper.
